NOBLES WANTED FOR DEFENSE 
OF NATION 


OBLE LIEUTENANT J. SIDNEY 

WOLF, of Almas Temple of Wash- 
ington, D. C., who is now serving as 
Public Relations Officer of the Boston 
Air Defense Wing, has called our atten- 
tion to a way in which civilian men 
and women are contributing patrioti- 
cally and generously to the defense of 
the nation. A campaign under the di- 
rection of Lt. Wolf is now under way to 
secure additional civilian volunteers 
for the vitally important activity. No- 
ble Governor Leverett Saltonstall has 
already made a plea to the people of 
Massachusetts. We believe that many 
of our Nobles will feel that this is a 
way in which they too will wish to 
serve our nation, Any patriotic man 
between the ages of 18 and 50 who can 
give up a part of his time each week 
can share in this vitally important 
service. 

The location of the center is a mili- 
tary secret but Nobles who wish to vol- 
unteer may contact Assistant Recorder 
Harvey Leggee, 97 Huntington Avenue, 
Boston, who will arrange a night on 
which army officials can meet them. 

The thousands and thousands of ob- 
servers stationed throughout New 
England report planes over their sta- 
tion to the center filter room where the 
information is relayed to the operations 
room and plotted on huge colored maps. 
Officials of the army and navy watch 
the progress of each flight from a bal- 
cony overlooking the maps and identify 
every plane in the sky. In the event a 
plane is not identified instantly, fighter 
pilots are sent up to investigate and 
fight it off, should it be hostile. 

The primary purpose of this activity 
is to detect and follow the course of 
enemy planes in the event of attack. 
Today planes travel more than three 
hundred miles an hour and our pilots 
depend upon these civilians for advance 
warning so they can get into flying togs 
and warm up their motors before the 
enemy is overhead. 

This does not mean that the workers 
at the center sit idly by until we are 
attacked by the enemy. These civilian 


volunteers perform a vitally important 
work every day. They have already 
saved life and property. Pilots flying 
over New England for the first time 
are frequently guided by these patriotic 
men and women, and in the event of a 
crash, aid can be rushed to the spot. 
Upon one occasion food was para- 
chuted to a snowbound observation post 
by a plane guided through the informa- 
tion center. At another time a bomber 
flying up from Texas became lost in a 
storm and planes were sent up to guide 
it to a landing field before the gas was 
exhausted. This would not have been 
possible if it were not for the civilians 
at work at the Boston Information 
Center, 

This system has already been tried 
and tested. It played an important part 
in the defense of Britain during the 
heavy Blitz raids. The American sys- 
tem is an improvement over anything 
used in England but the original plans 
were brought to the United States in 
the heads of army officials because it 
was deemed to be too dangerous to 
make notes. 

More civilians are urgently needed 
at the center NOW. With the spring 
and summer months there will be an 
increase in air activity. No special 
training is necessary and any man be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 50 can acquire 
skill after a few easy lessons. Noble 
Wolf tells us that volunteers may se- 
lect hours which will not conflict with 
civilian jobs but at present more vol- 
unteers are particularly needed on 
shifts from midnight to six a.m., from 
six to ten a.m. and from ten a.m. to 
two p.m. We hope many Nobles will 
wish to share in the defense of our 
New England homes and industries. 

Sons who are fighting in jungles, on 
hot desert sands and in cold, dreary 
outposts depend upon us civilians on 
the home front to protect their loved 
ones. Let us not fail. The enemy will 
hesitate to strike at points where citi- 
zens are alert. 

Lieutenant Wolf tells us that there 
are now men and women working at 
the center who have come from all 
walks of life. They have found a com- 
mon interest in defending New Eng- 


land homes and industries from the 
attacks of a cruel and ruthless enemy 
who has already threatened to bomb us. 
At the Boston Center there are war 
workers, bankers, lawyers, salesgirls 
and stenographers. Almost every busi- 
ness and profession is represented in 
its filter and operations rooms. There 
is a retired Major who served with the 
air corps in the last war and the wife 
of a prominent pilot who is a Major in 
this war. This is a vitally important 
work. Let's share in it, get in touch 
with Noble Leggee at 97 Huntington 
Avenue, Boston, today.

of 1942, the U. S. Army Air Corps 
caught me in its procurement net and 
on June 10, 1942, I entered active serv- 
ice in that branch of the Army. 

“The first six weeks I spent at Miami 
Beach Officers’ Training School where 
the torrid sun and an intensive 
course put us right in trim for active 
duty. 'The Squadron was stationed at 
the Naval Air Station and the quarters 
provided for officers were excellent. 
The Navy surely has all the comforts 
of living. 

"After seven weeks of that sumptu- 
ous living we were moved to an Army 
Air Base that was so sandy it was 
dubbed ‘Little Egypt. There were no 
innerspring mattresses here, just plain 
army beds or canvas cots and tents. 
Just before Christmas a new setup was 
put into effect and I was chosen to be 
Adjutant of Headquarters’ Squadron 
of the 26th Anti-submarine Wing.
